Washington, 
Oct. 25—(AP)— 


Housing Expediter Wilson Wyatt 
is seeking to prime the prefabri- 
cation industry with 554,000,000 
worth of federal loans in a drive 
to get factory-built homes rolling 
from assembly lines. 


Disclosing- this to a reporter to- 


day, 
an official of the National 


Housing agency said Wyatt sent 
letters of recommendation for 11 
firms to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance corporation within the last 
week. 


The loans are designed to spur 


the most conspicuously lagging 
phase of the 
veterans' housing 


program — a pre-fab campaign 
which apparently will provide only 
-10,000 homes this year instead of 
the 250,000 set as the original 1916 
goal. 


The NHA official said that if 


the 11 concerns seeking federal aid 
come through, along with other 
pt :-fab producers, the chances 
are gooa for meeting the 1947 goal 
of 600,000 factory-built dwellings. 
This is two-fifths of the entire 
1947 
housing target of 1,500,000 


homes started. 


JfHA Non-Committal 


The loan agency was non-com- 


mittal, but a spokesman said ac- 
tion is possible within days if suf- 
ficient data accompanied the loan 
requests. 


The biggest is 532,000,000 for 


the Lustron Corp. of Chicago. Next 
is $11.000,000 for New Orleans 
boatbuilder Andrew-J. Higgins. 


Wyatt already has gone to the 


mat with another federal agency, 
War Assets administration, on be- 
half of the Lustron Corp. 
The^ 


housing chief wants the govern- 
ment to turn over the huge, fed- 
erally owned Dodge plant in Chi- 
cago to this mass-builder of homes. 
WAA. 
however, is unwilling to 


set aside a lease .agreement prev- 
iously granted to-the Tucker Corp., 
a new auto concern. 


Veterans' organization last night 


sailed into the fight on Wyatt's 
side. The Amvets contended in a 
statement that WAA's decision 
would "betray the best hope of 
veterans to get a low-cost, mass- 
produced house". 


Other Developments 


WAA, 
in turn, issued a memor- 


andum saying its lease is "a. firm 
commitment by which it (WAA) 
is legally bound and by which it 
will stand". 


The dispute climaxed these other 


developments in the last fortnight: 


1. NHA's report that at least 


five 
aircraft 
factories will be 


ready to start assembly-line output 
of aluminum dwellings in "the 
very near future". 


2. The signing of "guaranteed 


market' agreements with three 
pre-fab builders, by which the gov- 
ernment agrees to buy a certain 
number of the homes if the manu- 
facturer cannot sell them.

Urge Improvement 


of Govt. Secrecy 


Washington, Oct. 25—(AP)—A 


house judiciary subcommittee call 
ed today for quick steps to tighten 
the government's system for yio- 
tecting its top secret papers, 
< 


claring -"an astonishing lack of 
security" prevailed during the war. 


The report grew out of a con 


gressional inquiry 
into 
govern- 


ment's handling of a case involv- 
ing the indictment of three persons 
on charges of illegal possession 
of confidential state department 
documents. 


"There has been too little safe- 


guarding of documents," the re- 
port commented. "Some agencies 
could not ascertain whether or not 
certain of their records were misa- 
ing." 


No Criticism Made 


The report went on to say that 


"there is no evidence nor hint 
'justifying adverse criticism" of of- 
ficials for their handling of the 
state department case. 


Philip J. Jaffee, editor 4 of the 


magazine Amerasia, pleaded guil- 
ty to the illegal possession charge 
and was fined $2,500. E. S. Lar- 
sen. a state department employe 
was fined S500 on a no contest 
plea. The government dropped its 
case against Andrew Roth, a for- 
mer naval reserve lieutenant. 


The committee report said there 


was no evidence that the docu- 
ments were stolen, noting that 
Larsen had authority to take such 
papers from the files. 


"No criminal intent on the part 


of the subject parties was ever 
"established and there was no evi- 
dence that any of the documents 
or copies was ever put to any use 
harmful to the war effort," the 
report added.

A woman, Herta Oberhauser, 


and Dr. Karl Brandt, one of Hit- 
ler's personal physicians, 
were 


among the 23, who will be tried 
next month in the first of a ser- 
ies of war crimes trials by spe- 
cial American military courts. 


Brig. Gen. Telford Taylor, chief 


counsel for the court, said be- 
tween 250 and 500 former Nazi 
military, industrial, financial and 
governmental leaders would 
be 


arraigned during the trials, which 
are expected to last through 1947. 


Big Officials Included 


Taylor told a news conference 


the defendants would include top 
officials of I- G. Farben, giant 
chemical and" industrial combine, 
and "some one" from the Krupp 
munitions works. 


Taylor said most of those want- 


ed for trial were in American 
custody, but that some might be 
brought in from other zones. 


No plans have been made for 


additional joint war crimes trials 
with other allies, although pro- 
vision is made for such action if 
it proves desirable, Taylor said. 


A staff of 700 persons has been 


assembled already and personnel 
is expected to approximate the 
1,500 
employed by the interna- 


tional military tribunal before the 
trials are over.

eous verbal blasts against Russia 
in what appeared to be shaping up 
as a solid British front against 
ommunism. 


Churchill told his constituents 


in suburban Loughton last night 
:hat he had "facts" and "evidence" 
to support his suggestion—made 
in the form of a question before 
the House of Commons Wednes- 
day—that the Soviet union now 
iias 200 divisions—more than 2,- 
000,000 men—on a full war foot- 
ing _in Russian-occupied eastern 
Europe. 


Lauds Attlee Talk 


He lauded Attlee's speech before 


:he trades 
union 
congress at 


Brighton earlier in the day in 
which the ^rime minister bluntly 
accused Soviet leaders of erecting 
a "wall of ignorance and suspic- 
ion" between the Russian people 
and the rest of the world. 


"The fact that the British gov- 


irnment has 
decisively 
broken 


with the communists 
and 
are 


fronted with them, although it 
does not immediately affect the 
course of affairs in this island,' 
said Churchill, "has an important 
and beneficial result abroad,, be- 
cause there are countries on the 
continent—like France—quivering 
under the communist attack." 


He said his Wednesday speech 


should be regarded as "a serious 
warning," and added: 


Matter Considered 


"I did not ask the question 


(about Russian forces) 
without 


weighing very carefully the whole 
matter and 
without 
consulting 


others, my friends and colleagues, 
and laying before them the evi- 
dence on which I proceeded. 


"Nor did I ask the question 


without-informing the government 
before hand of my intentions, but 
you can take it from me that the 
facts I adduced are correct." 


Government spokesmen remain- 


ed resolutely silent with regard to 
Churchill's embarrassing inquiry, 
but some sections of the 
press 


were increasingly critical of the 
wartime prime ministers methods.

"Ann. Orphan Ann. your favorite 
enemy and playmate". 


Rose, or Ann—in reality Ikuko 


Togura. a 1941 graduate of the 
University 
of California at Los 


Angeles—was released 
upon in- 


structions from the federal attor- 
ney at Los Angeles, who said there 
were at least a dozen Tokyo Roses 
and he wouldn't try to narrow the 
field to one. 


Ann. or Rose, said she never 


checked the contents of her ridic- 
ulous scripts that reported the de- 
struction of whole fleets, divisions 
or air squadrons. 


Then she walked to a waiting U. 


S. army jeep, embraced a man 
who presumably was her husband 
—a Tokvo linotype operator — 
climbed in and was driven off.

ago. 
Sheep on sale were esti- 


mated at 26,900 today, 41,700 ; ds- 
terday, 61,103 a week ago, and 
32,560 a year ago. 


The decline in overnight unloads 


was partially accounted for by the 
usual closeodown of packing plants 
and stockyards over the week end.

"The presence of alien soldicis 
in a free country always lepre- 
sents a delicate hazard which can 
only be solved by the utmost of 
self-restraint, good will and a mu- 
tual realization of advantages to 
be gained by both sides," he said. 


MacArthur's headquarters was 


informed of Filipino objections to 
granting the United- States all 
bases it requested there, of pro- 
tests that U. S. Army occupation 
of property was hindering econo- 
mic recovery of the islands, and 


of criticism that young peacetime 
American soldiers are 
arrogant 


troublemakers. 


"The incidents of careless mis- 


behavior by a few irresponsible 
and homesick youths can he easily 
corrected, but the 
fundamental 


question is one to which the Fili- 
pinos themselves must give the 
answer," said MacArthur, adding 
that when he left the islands about 
14 months ag both sides were m 
general agreement. 


He said that since Philippine in- 


dependence n July, the command- 
ing general of U. S. forces there 
has "reported a deterioration of 
the firm comradeship which exist- 
ed during the war years." 


MacArthur pxlained it is under- 


standable that this should spring 
from the Filipinos' desire to exer- 
cise fully their deserved liberty.

New York, Oct. 25—(AP)—Con- 


fronted with strong opposition led 
by the United States and Great 
Britain, So.'iet Russia tcday with- 
drew her demand that the veto 
question be excluded from discus- 
sion in the United Nations as- 
sembly. 


After hearing almost unanimous 


opposition to his motion to strike 
the veto issue from the assembly's 
provisional agenda, Soviet repre- 
sentative Andrei Y. Vishinsky an- 
nounced that he was withdrawing 
his proposal in the interest of 
"unanimity". 


He told the 14-nation general 


(steering) committee that he felt 
it his duty, however, to warn both 
the committee and the assembly 
that discussion of the controver- 
sial issue could lead to "no prac- 
tical results". 


He described the mo\*e to bring 


up the veto question as "a politic- 
al attack against essential prin- 
ciples of tfc charter", and declared 
that Russia "will not insist on ex- 
clusion of the items from the 
agenda" end "will not object to 
their discussion" in the assembly. 


Committee on Guard 


He said, however, that he felt 


compelled to put the committee 
'"on guard" and to warn that it 
was entering "dangerous" ground. 


Before withdrawing 
his 
pro- 


posal. Vishinsky had listened to a 
half-dozen 
opposition 
speakers, 


headed by the United States and 
Britain, with China joining in. 


While making it clear that they 


were not commiting themselves on 
the ssue of whether the veto pro- 
visions of the charter should be 
changed, the two big western pow- 
ers insisted 
that the assembly 


must not be denied the right to 
discuss the question. 


The clash occurred at an open 


meeting of the general committee 
after ^. the -Soviet- representative 
formally demanded that the items 
dealing with the veto be stricken 
from the assembly's provisional 
agenda. 


Warren R. Austin, chief U. S. 


delegate, declared the American 
delegation felt that the assembly 
had a right to disscuss any mat- 
ter within the scope of the charter 
and that it was clear that the 
veto rights of the five permanent 
members of the security council 
came within the charter. 


No Attitude Expressed 


Austin declared, however, that 


in opposing the Soviet proposal 
the United States "does not ex- 
press any attitude with regard to 
the substance of the items" deal- 
ing with the veto. 


He said that regardless of what 


the American attitude would be 
when the question came up for 
discussion, he felt a complete air-

Terrorist Jews in 


Jail for Bombings 


Jerusalem, 'Oct. 25—(AP)—Po- 


lice detained nearly 150 Jerusalem 
Jews today following a night of 
bomb and mine blasts which came 
less than three days after a stern- 
gang warning of intensified mine 
war against the British. 


Twelve persons—11 soldiers and 


a civilian—were wounded in four 
bomb and grenade explosions in 
Jerusalem. The condition of three 
was listed as "dangerous." 


The Jews were detained after 


an all-night police screening of 
Jewish residents at the scenes of 
the bombings. Th° army said, 
however, that no actual suspects 
had been arrested. The city \vas 
tense today. 
Soldiers on patrol 


seemed sullen and grim. 


The explosion of three bombs 


and a hand grenade in the Jewish 
quarters here followed the 6:30
